SOLID DELEGATION |j 
NAMED FOR BUSSE 


Harmony in Republican Ranks 
Shown by Unanimous Ac- 
tion in the Primaries 
Held Yesterday. 


LEADERS TO FORM SLATE. 


Gen. E. C. Young to Be Named for 
Treasurer, While Poles and 
Irish Contest for Nomina- 
tion for Clerkship. 


The 1,041 delegates elected yesterday at the 
republican primary will go into the < con- 
vention next Saturday solid cor 


offices will be selected at a harmony caucus 
af republican leaders on the eve of the com 
yention. — 

The outcome of the primary, which was 
uneventful, made it evident that complete 
harmony prevails in the republican orgah- 
ization. All elements of the party will be 
solidly united in support of Busse, a condi- 
tion of amity that has not deem epproached 
in previous campaigns in many years. On 
every hand it ie comceded thet republicans 
never before had so good a chance to carry 
a city election. 

Enthusiasm for Busse permeated the rank 
and file of the members of the party who 
cast their ballots et the primary polling 
places. In thirty out of the thirty-five wards 
delegates elected were metructed for Busse 
for mayor. Tickets on which they ran were 
headed with the postmaster’s name. In the 
wards in which they were uninatructed the 
understanding was that the delegations 
would line up for the postmaeater on the firet 
ballot. In the Seventh and In the Twenty- 
first, Mr. Busse’s home ward, the delega- 
tions were uninstructed because ward club 
rules prohibit indorsement of a candidate 
before the convention. 

Only Two Contests Held. 

The only contests that materialized ip the 
whole city were between the Badenoch and 
Vall factions in two districts of the Thirty- 
second ward, Badenoch being defeated, and 
between Thompson and Jamieson factions in 
one district of the Sixth ward, where Thomp- 
son lost. There were two or three lively 
rivalries between aldermanic aspirants, the 
principal one being in the Thirty-first ward, 
where the contest will go to the convention 
for settlement. 

While returns were being received at coun- 
ty headquarters, it was estimated by Secre- 
tary Paul Redieske that 25,000 votes were 
cast—an average of seventy-five to a primary 
@istrict. At the democratic primary on 
Thursday 41,601 votes were cast. The repub- 
lican vote is looked upon as remarkebly 
large, as there was no contest, ae in the 
democratic primary.

There will be a strong movement, however, 
in favor of placing an Irishman on the ticket, 
it being argued that the Poles have their 
due allowance of state and local offices. 
Thomas Byrne of the Twenty-eighth ward 
and Edward McCarthy of the Twelfth ward 
have been suggested in this connection. Other 
candidates are Charles Seinwerth of the 
Second and John P. Garner of the Thirty- 
fifth ward. 

Judge Ben M. Smith will be nominated to 
succeed himself. Otto Novak, acoording to 
present indications, will be named to succeed 
his father, the late Anton J. Novak, as drain- 
age trustee. 


Many Want to Be Judge. 

It will then remain to select a candidate for 
Superior court Judge to succeed the late Jo- 
seph E. Gary. For this place there is a host 
of candidates.

West Side Liquor Sellers to Assist 
in Reclaiming Drunkards. 


WORK OF JUDGE APPROVED. 


Hope to Restore Many Recreant Hus- 


In his efforts to reclaim recreant husbends 
who desert their wives and children. Mu- 
nicipal Judge Cleland formed an alliance 
yesterday with 400 west side saboonkeepers, 
who promised to give him all the help they 
could to restore habitual drunkards to sober 
and industrious lives. 

Taking advantage of the law which ordered 
all galoons closed during the day because 
of the republican primary elections, the 
judge invited all the liquor sellers in the 
Maxwell street, Hinman street, and Canal- 
port avenue districts to meet him in the 
Maxwell street Municipal court room and 
talk over his reform program. 

Nearly every saloonkeeper responded to the 
invitation and some of them expressed sur- 
prise that men in thelr business who hed 
been denounced so often with extreme bit- 
terness as foes of society should at last be 
recognized by a judge as men of humane 
impulses. At the close of the meet- 
ing Abe Davis, one of the saloonkeepers, 
moved a vote of thanks to Judge Cleland, 
which was carfied by a viva voce vote. 


Court Explains Parole Plan. 

Judge Cleland explained in detail his plan 
of parole and said 90 per cent of the persons 
paroled were keeping their promises 

My special reason for wishing this con- 
ference with you,” he added, “is that the 
great majority of these persons are habitual 
drunkards and unless they can keep from 
drinking it will be absolutely impossible for 
them to behave themsefvee. The result wild 
be that they will have to go to the bridewell 
and their families will in many cases be left 
helpless and unprovided for. Several of 
these paroled men after making good for 
several weeks have fallen down and gone 
to the bridewell to work out their fines, and 
in every case their failure has been caused 
by their becoming intoxicated from Mquor 
purchased in some of the saloons of the dis- 
trict. 

“ You can readily see thet it is a waste of 
time in many of these cases for me to try to 
keep these people straight and require them 
to take care of their wives and children 
unless you assist me by refusing to sell them 
liquor. 

Asks Aid of Liquor Sellers. 

I believe you, as business men, are in 
favor of this proposition, and that you will be 
willing to assist the other busines men here 
and this court in requiring these men and 
women to keep sober and support their fam- 
flies. 

„There are hundreds of women and chil- 
dren dependent upon charity or working long 
hours in the sweatehops of Chicago whose 
husbands and fathers are locked up in the 
house of correction, and when they are re- 
leased they are out of employment and are 
then of little more value to their families and 
the community than while they were in jail 
That situation is a great wrong to these wom- 
en and children, who have committed no 
crime, and yet who are punished as much or 
more than those who have viola ted the law.

TAUNTED BOY KILLS HIMSELF 


Hungarian Lad Driven to Suicide 
by Ridicule of His Speech. 


ANNOYED WHILE AT SCHOOL. 


After His Suspension He Shoots Him- 


Smarting under the reprimands of his 
teacher, who mistook his sensitivenessa for 
obstinaey, and deeply grieved by the gibes 
of hia schoolmates, Paul Berak Jr., 14 years 
old, 375 West Van Buren street, killed him- 
self yesterday. 

After writing two notes in the Hungarian 
language explaining his intention to commit 
suicide and giving directions for the disposal 
of his body, he went to the rear of the Loomis 
street power house of the Metropolitan Ele- 
vated railroad and fired a bullet through his 
brain. 

In one of the notes, labeled The Cause,” 
he blamed hie teacher, Miss Teresa O'Neill, 
1878 Gladys avenue, for hig troubles. 

The Berak family came to Chicago from 
Budapest three years ago, and the boy’s im- 
perfect knowledge of English was ridiculed 
by his American playmates. 


Misunderstood by His Teacher. 

His teacher also at times was unable to 
understand him. His account of her treat- 
ment of him is ven tn the following note: 

THE CAUSE, 

Any time teacher, Miss O'Neill, would call on 
me to recite shed say: O, I can’t understand 
that. Sit don.“ Many times she gave me sero. 
Last Thursday she said the same thing. She called 
on me again and I wouldn’t recite. Then she 
wrote a note to the principal, Mrs. Coles, saying 
I wasimpertinent. Mrs. Coles said I'd have to 
bring somebody from my home. Ghe said she'd 
talk to my mother, but I didn’t want my parents 
te know it, so I came here to shoot mise. One 
little paper in my pocket I have my address. 

PAUL BERAK. 

On the piece of paper mentioned in this note 
were written these sentences: 

When you find my body take it to my address, 
875 West Van Buren street. Give my watch tomy 
mother. PAUL BERAK. 

The body was found at 4 o'clock by one 
of the elevated railway employéa J. W. 
Carney. Nobody, 80 far as the police have 
been able to learn, heard the shot fired, but 
it ig believed the youth killed himself shortly 
before Carney found the body. 

Highly Regarded by Principal. 

Mrs. Ellen R. Coles, principal of the in- 
ner school, had heard nothing of the suicide 
until late in the evening, whem ehe was in- 
formed at her residence, 2158 West Twenty- 
fifth street. 

“T can scarcely believe it possible,” said 
Mra. Coles. And I considered poor little 
Paul a sort of protégé of mine. This is 
ewful. It te true he had been reprimanded 
repeatedly by Miss O'Neill, but she can in 
no way be blamed for the lads act. His 
surely was an unusually sensitive nature.

Teller’s Report of the Shortage. 

The shortage was reported by Mr. Fits- 
‘gerald’ to Cashier Russell at 3:40 o'clock 
Monday afternoon, Feb. 18. 

“TI don't understand it,” said ‘the teller, 
I never have had a shortage before of more 
than a few dollars. How so large a package 
of money could have disappeared is a mys- 
tery. It could not have been taken from 
the cage.” : 

„The chances Are,“ ‘replied the cashier, 
“an error has been made. We will do what 
we can to discover it.“ 

So Mr. Boldenweck, the cashier, and the 
teller and eight assistants worked in a vain 
endeavor, to locate the missing cash. It was 
supposed at, first, there was an error in the 
teller’s books, but none was found. The 
money in the treasury was counted and re- 
counted’ by three or four different clerks, 
and finally the vault was closea without dis- 
covering a dollar of the shortage. 


All Begin to Worry. 
On ‘Tucaday another effort was made to 
locate the missing $173,000 with the same re- 
sult. By this time everybody in the sub- 
treneury was worried, Mr. Boldenweck most 
of II. Pitegeraid did not appear particularly 
Aistressed and Cashier Russell seemed to 
view the matter more e than 
any of the others. 
The money will turn up all ant Said 
he to Mr. Boldenweck. It probably has 
been sent down to Washington * mistake 
with the mutilated money. 
Upon this hope Treasurer Bolden- 
weck Mid not report the loss to the govern- 
ment at once. On Feb. 19 $339,000, an un- 
usually large shipment of worn out or mu- 
tiated money, had been sent to the United 
States treasury for redemption. On the day 
following the amount sent had been $127,000. 
This last amount wae the mutilated money 
that had deen turned over to the redemption 
clerk by Fitagerald on the day that the loss 
was discovered. 
By asingular coincidence Fitzgerald turned 
over to the vault clerk on last Monday, the 
day the shortage was discovered, $173,000 
in currency and $127,000 in mutilated money, 
out of $600,000 that he had handled on thet 
day. ; 


It would have been a comparatively easy 
mistake to send down to Washington along 
with the mutilated money a package con- 
taining $178,000 in good currency. This could 
have been done in packing the money on a 
table that is utilized for that purpose in the 


vault. N 

Last Hope Destroyed. 
The subtreasury officials accordingly walt- 
ed until Saturday. when the mutilated money 
that had. been sent from Chicago on Feb. 19 
was received and counted. Mr. Boldenweck 
was informed by wire that there was no sur- 
plus of $178,000—not a surplus of a dollar in 
fact. 
The assistant treasurer at once informed 
District Attorney Sims of the loss and at the 
same time communicated with Secretary of 
the Treasury Leslie M. Shaw and Capt. Por- 
ter. Several long telegraph messages passed 
between Mr. Boldenweck and Secretary 
Shaw and between Capt. Porter and Chief 
Wilkie of Washington, who is in command of 
all the government secret service men. Sec- 
retary Shaw directed that the anteoedents of 
each employé of the subtreasury be investi- 
gated and that all those under suspicicn be 
placed under surveillance. He also notified 
Mr. Boldenweck that Deputy Assistant 
Treasurer G. C. Bartz of Washington would 
come to Chicago to direct the investigation. 
Since Saturday thirty secret service men 
have been shadowing the emploxes of the. 
bank who have anything to do with the cur- 
rency. | 
Mr. Boldenweck Almost Prostrated. 
Mr. Boldenweck displayed considerable 
emotion yesterday when he discussed the 
case f 


This is a dreadful thing for me, said 
he, for it is the frat time in my life that 
anything wrong has been discovered with 
anything in which I have been associated. 
I sincerely believe that the money has been 
stolen: As for myself, if this room (he was | 
speaking in his office in the subtreasury) 
Were piled high with uncounted money it 
would be no temptation for me. All that I 
have in the world I have worked hard for. 
Money has never had any charm for me.” 
Mr. Boldenweck at first would not disclose. 
the name of the teller who had reported the 
shortage, but afterward admitted it was 
Fitzgerald. 

* Suspicion,’ said he, “ attaches to no one 
in particular. We all are under more or less 
suspicion until this thing has been cleared 
ap. For several days we thought the mys- 
tery of the. disappearance of the $173,000 
might be explained by the presence of a sur- 
plus in the mutilated money that we had sent 
to Washington. 


Almost Faints at the News. 
“When last Saturday we received tele- 
graphic advice from Washington that 
the. amount of mutilated money re- 
ceived corresponded with that which 
had been tent, according to the 
books of the redemption clerk, I felt upon 
the point of collapse. It looked then as ‘if 
the money had been stolen. I could not ac- 
count for its disappearance: except on the 
theory that one of these men, all of whom I 
trusted as if they were members of my 
family, had violated my confidence. 

“It is impossible, you understand, for us 
to watch every one of the men we havein the 
employ of the subtreasury. We would be 
compelled to have other men to watch the 
watchers. It would be an endless chain and 
we could not accomplish any work. We are 

compelled to depend upon the integrity of 
our men the same as in a bank. We could 
not subject them for instance to the indignity 
of a search every night after they leave the 
bank, as Kaffirs are searched when they 
leave the diamond mines of South Africa. 

“TI always have had confidence in my 
subordinates, all of whom I know personally. 
They are young men of clean habits as far as 
I know. None of them is cxtravagant and 
none ia sporty. They all came here with 
good recommendations. We would have no 
other kind 


Three Classes of Cash Handled. 

Mr. Boldenweck then explained the classes 
of money handled by the receiving teller at 
the bank. 

First,“ said he, there is the mutilated 
money that comes in here in large quantities 
from banks and firms—sometimes nearly 
$500,000 a day—which is exchanged by the 
treasury for new bills. Mutilated money is 
generally that which has become torn or 
worn out from frequent usage. 

“The second classe of money that comes to. 
the subtreasury is that handed in by the 
banks, usually paper money of large denom!- 
nation, exchanged for gold or silver. The 
sae source is new currency issued from 
While Mr. Boldenweck was speaking half 
a dozen bank messengers came in, each with 
a heavy sole leather box, stoutly clamped 
with steel, and accompanied in each instance 
dy a policeman. The money was taken from 
each of the messengers by the recelving 
teller, Stinson H. Anderson, and a receipt 
given for it or it was exchanged for other 
} varieties of currency. 

To the bank messenger, as was demon- 
strated by Mr. Boldenweck, the receiving 
teller gave his individual receipt, subject to 
count.

Each assistant who counts money places 
his initials, Mr. Boldenweck explained, upon 
each package, so that in case a shortage is 
found in any package it can be es 
promptly to its source. 

At the beginning of the day it is 8 
tom of the paying clerk to make a requisi- 
tion on the vault clerk for the money he 
needs and give him a receipt for it. At the 
close of the day the paying clerk sende his 
report to ‘Washington, and his money is re- 
ceived by the vault clerk, based on the ac- 
count of the subtreasurer. 

“There is an elaborate and complicated 
system of receipts,” continued Mr. Bolden- 
weck, which serves as a constant check 
on every employé who handles any money 
and under it it is impossible for any thefts 
to occur: without being discovered. The 
money recounted at frequent intervals. 

To safeguard the government's money it is 
customary at any hour of the day to ask a 
teller to step from his cage. A counting 
commission of three then is appointed, se- 
lected at random, and a count made of the 
teller's cash. The tellers never know when 
their money is going to be counted. The 


system is much more strict than that at any 


national bank.“ 


Possible Way to Steal. 

„Would it not be possible for a man to slip 
a package of money into his pocket when he 
left the subtreasury 7” Mr. Boltienweck was 
asked. | 
It could be done,“ was the ready answer, 
“but the lose would be discovered at the 
close’ of the day’s business, and eventually 
the thief would be discovered. Whoever 
has taken this money will be discovered. I 
am confident of that. He cannot escape the 
long arm of the government. Every official 
and employé of the bank ise under survell- 
lance, and before many hours we will have 
the guilty party. The money, in any case, 
could do him no good, as the moment he at- 
tempted to spend any of it or to change it 
into emaller denominations of bills his iden- 
tity would be revealed.” 

“Ts it not true, Mr. Boldenweck,"’ wae 

asked, that a bogus receipt for $173,000 
was turned in by Teller Fitzgerald?” 
“Tit is not,“ was the answer. He had a 
receipt from the vault clerk for $173,000 on 
the day that the money disappeared, but 
that wae merely a coincidence.”’ 


Story of False Entry Denied. . 
Another story that was in circulation in 
the federal building was the one that Mr. 
Fitzgerald had made a false entry on his 
books to cover up the shortage. 

“Nothing of the kind,” Mr. Boldenweck 
said decidedly. “The entry réferred to 
Goubtless was an indication that no amount 
had been written in the book in lead pencil. 
This frequently is done for the purpose of a 
memorandum. A teller will write $100,000 
in lead pencil to represent a certain form of 
cash and then will erase it and write in an- 
other amount when he receives an additional 
sum of the same class. This penciled entry 
which had been erased had no significance. 
No effort was made to cover up the shortage. 
It was reported by the teller as soon as it was 
discovered.“ 

Could any one have taken the money from 
the cage except Fitzgerald?“ Mr. Bolden- 
weck was asked. 

No one without Mr. Fitzgerald's permis- 
sion.” 

The average amount of money handled in 
the subtreasury is $2,000,000 a, day, with an 
average cash balance in the vaults of f 
000,000. The bonds of thé clerks and teilers 
average $15,000'each, running to Mr. Bolden- 
weck, and all are furnished by the Metropoli- 
tan Surety company. 


Fitzgerald Suspects Workmen. 
Teller Fitzgerald at night advanced three 
theories to explain how the money might 
have been stolen. For stolen is the word to 
use, Mr. Fitzgerald asserted beyond the 
shadow of a doubt. The loss, he said, was 


mot due to any clerical error. 


In support of the theory which he says he is 
most inclined to eccept, he told of the finding 


‘of a thin stick about three feet long near his 


age after discovering the robbery. This 
atick, he thinks, was used by some workman 
engaged in repairing the cages, for the pur- 
pose of reaching through the meshes of the 
cage while he was out at luncheon and dis- 
lodging: bundles of money from the shelf, 
causing them to fall on the floor. A three 
inch space under the netting afforded ample 
room to reach through and pick up the 
bundles of money and make away with them. 

That the federal officials who are investi- 
gating the case are considering the same 
theory was intimated by Mr. Fitzgerald. He 
said that yesterday workmen were engaged 
in closing up the three inch space under the 
cage. 

Cashier Has a Master Key. 
The second theory advanced by the teller 
was thet a master key to the cages carried 
by the cashier may have been obtained and 
used by somebody. This key, Mr. Fitzgeraid 
said, made it possible to.enter any cage at 
any time to take money. 

Mr. Fitzgerald's third theory, one which 
he said he did not believe in but only gave 
it because it was physically possible, was 
that any one of a dozen men who daily enter 
his cage would have an opportunity to take 
money while his back was turned without 
his missing it. He said that the men who 
are known as counters enter the cage es 
many as ten times a day, the receiving teller 
often ie in there, and the change teller is 
there once a day. 

The only man who visited the subtreasury 
on the day of the loss of the money was a 
man living at Twenty-sixth street and In- 
diana avenue, a friend of Guy Stopp, an old 
employé of the subtreasury. This man is 
absolutely beyond suspicion, according to 
Mr. Fitzgerald, who said he had investigated 
him cursorily although he did not recall his 
name. 

Mr. Fitzgerald's story was told while nu- 
merous secret service men were patrolling 
the streets and hiding in alleys and doorways 
in the vicinity of his residence. Some of 
them were watching the elevated stations, 
and apparently every person who was 
suspected of having seen Mr. Fitzgerald was 
trailed on his way downtown. Mr. Fitz- 
gerald himself estimated that 100 secret 
service men are detailed in keeping the en- 
tire subtreasury force under a close watch. 

Mr. Fitzgerald is a quiet, genial man. Like 
all the employés of the subtreasury, he was 
nervous as a result of the logs. 

Mr. Boldenweck gave me permission to 
make a statement if I wished to,“ said Mr. 
Fit gerald. Otherwise I would not be able 
to discuss the situation. 


Handles Vast Sums. 

“I want it understood that I handle more 
money in a day than most of the other tellers 
put together. In en average dey I handle 
about $800,000. 

It is easier for me to miss $178 than to 
mise $173,000. It should be borne in mind 
that I have many large bills and that ten 
$10,000 bills make a small package, probabis 
not more thana sixteenth of aninch in thick- 
ness. Small packages of large bills such as 
must have been stolen would not bea large 
part of the bulk of miscellaneous money such 
as is left lying on the shelf in my pen when 
I go out for half an hour or for an hour for 
luncheon. I usually weight down this money 
with a revolver or something else. 

At this point of his story of how easy it is 
to steal money from Unele Sam's subtreasury 
Mr. Fitagerald condemned. the system .of 
handling and taking care of money in vogue 
at present. 

. Condemns Office System. : 

“TI am not going to say much about our 
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knock a package of money to the floor, and 
pull it out from under the netting 

off with it. There is a good opportunity for 
this, as there is & kind of a cupboard and a 
pillar near my cage. 

am disturbed perhaps twenty times a 


day. ‘Suppose I am in the midst of counting 


a big package of money. Somebody runs in 
and I have to turn my back to handle other 
money. The receiving teller may dump in 
a milion dollars. To take care of the big 
bills is no trouble, but it is the odd packages 
‘that are difficult.’ You cannot disturb a man 
at that kind of work. I have had a man tell 
me that he would not have my job for $10,000 
a year and I get only $5a day every day inthe 


year. 

I think there were at least forty-five $1,000 
bills in the pen the day the money disap- 
peared. There might have been ten $10,000 
bills and $5,000 in $20 bills. 


Fixing Up the Cages Now. 

“ Workmen were repairing the cages that 
day, and the finding of a slender stick, about 
three feet long, by Thomas E. Dunne, the 
change teller, after the discovery of the loss 
looks significant. They're Axing up the 
cages today, after the horse is stolen. 

It was about 3 o'clock, Feb. 20, when the 
money was missed. I send the good money to 
the vault, and get a receipt for it, and the 
mutilated money is taken out to be sent to 
Washington. The amount of odd money that 
I hold out until I have enough of the proper 
denominations to make full packages is my 
balance. This money I keep in a steel box, to 
which I have the key. I know this business 
from A to Z, and there ia no possibility of the 


trouble being in the books. I know the money 


was there, and that it disappeared. 


“I do not believe that anybody employed | it evident that the criminal, whichever one 


by the subtreasury took the money. It seems 
to me that the stick left by workmen fur- 
nishes the best basis to work on. But it is 
naturally unpleasant to be followed down- 
town in the morning, and to know that you 
are watched all night.“ 

Mr. Fitzgerald commented on the recent 
disappearance of money from the subtreas- 
ury at St. Louls. 

“Tt seems like a film flam game at St. 
Louis, but St. Louis’ subtreasury is like a 
farm compared to our place, he said. 


Narrowing Down the Suspicion. 

Capt. Thomas I. Porter, head of the gov- 
ernment secret service in Chicago, was ad- 
mittedly at sea in his quest for the thief. 
Acting on instructions from his chief in 
Washington—John BE. Wilkie, head of the 
bureau of secret service—Capt. Porter would 
not enter into a full discussion of the case. 
He said, however, in the evening, that he had 
narrowed down the search to three or four 
men. 

“There is no question the robbery was 
committed by some one of the employés of 
the subtreasury,” said Capt. Porter. There 
was no outside man. Working from that 
fact, we narrow the thing down to Fitzgerald 
and the men who had entrance to his cage 
on the day that the robbery was discovered. 
These men have a right to enter the cage, 
and there is no suspicion directed against 
them beyond the fact that they had access 
to the money. 

„The men I refer to are F. J. Walsh and 
T. H. Ledden, clerks who entered the cage 
on that day, as they had done on many other 
days; C. A. Ranker, who on Tuesday ex- 
changed $23.000 of mutilated money with 
Fitzgerald; and H. S. Lock, a teller, who 
was charged on Tuesday by Fitzgerald with 
money that should have been charged to 
another teller. Willlam 8. Cable also was 
in the cage, I understand. 


Says Fitzgerald Ought to Explain. 

We have followed these men, but have 
found no evidence of undue extravagance in 
their ives. Concerning Fitzgerald, all I have 
to say is that he ought to explain where the 
money went. As far as I have been able to 
discover, there is nothing in his life that 
would turn suspicion that way. It was he 
who reported the loss of the money first. 

“These men have been ‘ sweated’ again 
and again, but there has been no confession, 
as has been reported. We managed to trip up 
one man, but beyond opening up a new lead 
for us it did hot do much good. I have re- 
ceived information this afternoon that looks 
important to me. It is to the effect that one 
of the employés of the subtreasury has been 
spending money freely of late, and has 
boasted that there were many ways to get the 
money that could not be found out. 

“I do not expect to ask for any warrants 
for the arrest of any of the employés until 
tomorrow.“ 


Postoffice Detectives to Help. 

Secret service men from the surrounding 
cities have been called to the assistance of 
the Chicago force, and today it is expected 
that Col. Stuart, in charge of the postoffice 
investigation department, who has some star 
men in his employ, will be asked to aid Capt. 
Porter. Col, Stuart’s men did some expert 
work on the beef inquiry, bringing back sev- 


eral wigpesses from Canada who were badly 


wanted by the grand jury, 

Col. Stuart said that he had not yet been 
asked to help in the case. From his expert- 
ence with such robberies he said it unques- 
tionably took place from the inside, and, un- 
less the thief was an expert, he would be 
discovered spending the money on some 
woman or in fast living. 


Porter Looks Up Fitzgerald. 

Capt. Porter was out during the day making 
inquirtes regarding Teller Fitzgerald. 

From the way the captain acted when he 
came in at 10 o’clock I kmew he had found 
nothing on the assorting teller,“ said one of 
the operatives in Capt. Porter's office. “ He 
told me that he knew no more than, when he 
went out, es far as an actual solution of the 
mystery was concerned. It is up to the Chi- 
cago office to make good on this case. Capt. 
Porter is one of the best men in the business. 
and there is no question that he will run the 
man down in time. He may not do it as 
quickly as the public wants him to, however. 
It was a hard blow to him when he found he 
had to work in the light of all this pub- 
Holty.“ 

Employe Says Uncle Sam Is “Easy.” 

One treasury employé, who has attracted 
suspicion toward himself, was seen a day or 
so after the disappearance of the money in 
a Twenty-second street café. 

Capt. Porter refused to give the young 
man’s name for fear the publicity might put 
him on his guard. On the night in question 
the young man was spending money freely. 
No. $5,000 or $10,000 bills were exposed, how- 
ever, and it is the opinion of the detectives 
that the young man may not be the actual 
thief, but may have been paid to keep some 
knowledge secret. 

‘ Aren't you afraid that some one will sus- 
pect you of stealing money from Uncle 
gam? one of the young man’s friends asked 
him. 

O, no,“ he replied. It would not do them 
much good if they did suspect me. for there 
are plenty of ways to get money so that no 
one can ever find it out. Uncle Sam is not 
so cute as a good many people think he 18.“ 


Think This Is Not First Theft. 
The detectives are working on the theory 
that the thieves have been taking small 


4 sums and making false entries at various 


times for a year or two. 

Several discrepancies, which never have 
been accounted for as actual thefts, have 
been discovered in the subtreasury during 
the last year or two, and the theory is that 
the men who did this work, finding out they 
never were discovered, and that not even 
the finger of suspicion was pointed to them, 
became bolder, until this last gigantic haul, 
The former assistant treasurer in charge of 
the Chicago -subtreasury, P. Will- 
jams, had trouble of this nature several 
times. |

Capt. Porter told the officials he had sent a 
long telegram to Washington during the 
night explaining the theft in all its details 
and expected an answer with instructions 
from Chief Wilkie. Whether Mr. Wilkie 
sent these instructions Capt. Porter would 
not say. He said that Mr. Wilkie might 
drop in at the Chicago office any day now, @s 
he did during the beef investigation, but that 
he had received. no notice of any particular 
time Chief Wilkie would arrive. 

AltHough the case appears simple in many 
respects, from the work already done upon 
it the gecret. service men have made up their 
minds to a hard dig. 

The situation presents many remarkable 
eapects to the expert crime unréyelers. The 
fact that the white light of suspicion directed 
against every. member of the force of Mr. 
Boldendeck has brought forth nothing makes 


it turns out ta be, has his course well planned. 

The opinion grows that the money has been 
cached somewhere and that even if the 
thief is’ caught it will be hard work to find 
the money. There ts a strong possibility that 
the on the inside of the bank was work- 
ing’ with a pal on the outside. 

Here to Represent Shaw. 

Deputy Assistant Treasurer G. C. Bantz. 
who will represent Secretary Shaw in the 
investigation of the robbery, arrived in Chi- 
cago in the afternoon. \ 

He had a brief conference with Mr. Bol- 
denweck and Capt. Porter and then went to 
his apartment at the Great Northern hotel 
to draft a preliminary report to Secretary 
Shaw. 

The authorities here seem to have several 
persons under suspicion,”’ said he, but no 
evidence on which they can make arrests. 
I believe that the money was stolen and that 
no error will be found in the accounts, al- 
though that can be determined definitely only 
by an official recounting and auditing."’ 

Mr. Bants said he would be in Chicago sev- 
eral days and he did not know what turn the 
investigation would take—that it would de- 
pend on daily advices from the secretary. 
Asked concerning a report from Washington 
that Secretary Shaw was displeased over 
the failure to report the theft promptly, Mr. 
Bantz said: : 

“I know nothing about that, as I did not 
see the secretary before I started. He then 
was in New Tork.“ 


No Strangers to “Sweating.” 

The employ és of the subtreasury in Chicago 
are not entire strangers to the sweating ’’ 
process to which they have been subjected 
during the last few days. 

“They all knew what to expect,“ said one 

government official. “‘ They had their minds 
made up what to say to avert suspicion. They 
have been there before“ 
In 1898, in the old subtreasury quarters, 
Capt. Porter's men worked for weeks trying 
to solve a discrepancy that arose over some 
mutilated bills. A little later Arthur Wall- 
ace, a clerk, stole $5,000 in gold, but he was 
discovered and sent to the penitentiary for 
two years. 


SHAW FEARS FURTHER CRIMES. 


Insists on Successful Prosecution That 
Example May Be Furnished Sub- 
treasuries of Other Cities. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—[Special. }— 
Cost what it may. Secretary Shaw proposes 
to bring to justice the thief or thieves who 
etole $173,000 from the subtreasury in Chi- 
cago. If the government should fail to arrest 
and convict the person or persons guilty of 
the theft, he fears encouragement will be 
given others to attempt the same crime else- 
where. The secret service bureau in Chicago 
has been instructed to work zealously upop 
the case. A couple of Chief Wilkie’s most 
efficient men have been sent to reinforce it. 
Mr. Wilkie himself will not go to Chicago 
but will direct operations from Washington. 
The treasury department has the numbers 
of the bank notes stolen. Notification will be 
given to banks throughout the country to 
advise police officials. 

The first the treasury department knew of 


was received from Subtreasurer William 
Boldenweck, asking if bank notes received 
from the subtreaeury in Chicago tallied ex- 
actly with the records. The telegram added 
that 173 notes, valued at $1,000 each, had dis- 
appeared, and that no one could locate them 
in the subtreatury. A force of employés of 
the counting division of. the treasury depart- 
ment immediately was placed upon moneys 
which had come from Chicago. They ac- 
counted for every dollar. Mr. Boldenweck 
was notified that, If there had been any loss 
at all, it had occurred in his office. 


Shaw Criticises Chicago Official. 

Secretary Shaw sharply criticised Mr. 
Boldenweck for his failure to report the dis- 
appearance of the money earlier. Mr. Bold- 
enweck reported that the shortage was first 
discovered last Tuesday, but that he believed 
it either had been mislaid or that there was 
an error in bookkeeping. He said he did not 
care to inform the department until he was 
absolutely sure the money Was missing. Ap- 
parently Mr. Boldenweck did not want any 
reflections cast upon the business methods of 
his office. 

A conference was hela yesterday between 
Secretary Shaw, Gideon C. Bantz, deputy 
assistant treasurer, and Chief Wilkie.’ It 
was decided to have Mr. Bantz go to Chicago 
at once to consult with the subtreasurer. 
Mr. Bantz was gent to St. Louis on a similar 
mission when a shortage in the subtreasury 
in that city was discovered. Mr. Bants 
found the bookkeeping all right, but that the 
cash was missing. As a result Receiving 
Teller D. P. Dyer and Paying Teller Fergu- 
son were dismissed. Dyer wag tried and ac- 
quitted, Subtreasurer T. I. Alkens has been 
required to make good the shortage, amount- 
ing to $62,500. 

The government will not lose a dollar in 
connection with the shortage at Chicago any 
more than it did at St. Louls. Mr. Bolden- 
weck is bonded in the sum of $200,000. 

When asked if he would make any state- 
ment in regard to the case, Secretary Shaw 
said he did not know all the facts. He be- 
neved a cleancut robbery had occurred,’’ 
but that no clew to the thief had been found. 
The gecretary declined to make public the 
name of Mr. Boldenweck’s bondsman on the 
ground that if he were a private individual 
his credit might be affected. 


Show Civil Service Faults. 

Secretary Shaw pointed out the difficult 
position in which the subtreasurer is placed 
through his n to select his own em- 
ployés. Clerks can be dismissed only upon 
charges, as required by the civil service 
rules. Their successors must be appointed 
in accordance with the rules. Yet the sub- 
treasurer is responsible for every dollar that 
enters and goes out of his office.

Second—That under such a.contract thie 
high official himself went and sent his 
subordinates in the subtreasury to those 
banks at night time, and permitted them 
to rest the following day by accepting 
at the subtreasury, without further er- 
amination, the money they had counted the 
night before in the vaults of the banks, and 
by giving full receipts therefor to the bank 
officials. 

Third—That this same official promoted 
wildcat gold mining schemes and disposed 
of the stock at a big profit to subordinates 
in the subtreasury, over whom he practically 
had power of dismidsal. 

Fourth—That thie same high official, for 
certain considerations, favored certain banks 
in the matter of the distribution of new cur- 
rency among the financial institutions. 

Fifth—That he also permitted a political 
friend in the subtreaaury to draw pay while 
confined in Ludlow street jail for nonpay- 
ment of alimony. 

Sixth—That he permitted employés of the 
subtreasury to work for weeks at a time in 
the New York clearing house while they were 
drawing pay from the government. 

Seventh—That he associated with women 
of the Tenderloin and received them in the 
subtreasury building. 

Eighth—That he sent detectives from the 
subtreasury month after month to find in- 
toxicated employés and take them to the 
building to sign the pay roll; that one man 
who had been absent for two months on a 
spree and could not be found was dropped 
reluctantly from the pay roll, only to be re- 
instated at an advanced salary w finally 
he did appear. 


Shortages in Coin Room. 0 

Ninth— That there have been large short- 
ages frequently in the coin room and in the 
coupon room. 

Tenth—That this high official caused in- 
formation to be sent to the president that 
Mr. Plimly, who had been named for assistant 
treasurer, had been guilty of selling to sub- 
ordinates in the postoffice department, in 
which he then was employed, bonds in a 
company in which he was interested.

Fifteenth—Theft of a large sum of money 
in transit from Buffalo to the subtreasury.

GIRLEREED FROM GYPSIES 


CHILD KIDNAPED AND HELD PRIS- 
ONER A YEAR. 


Her Father, Leo Demetro of Little 
Rock, Ark., After Search of Many 
Months, Learns Daughter Is in 
Camp Near Thornton—With Four 
Deputy Sheriffs He Goes and Takes 
Her After a Fight with Jee John 
and His Followers, 


After a search of nearly a year; in which 
almost every gypsy camp in the south and 
northwest had been visited, Cecelia Demetro, 
12 years old, daughter of a wealthy Greek 
in Little Rock, Ark., who had been kidnaped 
March 1, 1906, was found yesterday in a 
camp near Thornton, III. The little girl was 
given Shelter at the Harrison street annex 
last night. 

Trace of the girl was obtained by Leo Dem- 
etro, her father, who had searched fer her 
eight months in vain. Then he met a sy 
in Salt Lake City who learned of his sorrow. 
The man promised to inform him should he 
ever hear of the camp in which the child was 
held. 

Accompanied by four deputy sheriffs Dem- 
etro went to Thornton yesterday. Just be- 
yond the outskirts of the town ie a camp 
consisting of more than 100 tenta It was 
there that Cecelia was held prisoner. When 
the Greek coppersmith and hie companions 
arrived the girl wae playing on the prairie 
with several other youngsters. 

Breaking from her playmates, Cecela ran 
to where her father stood, and, holding out 
her little arms, called: 

„O, father, father, have you found me at 
last? Take me away from here, please. I 
am afraid of these people, and want to go 
home. I am tired of the tents and the cold.“ 


Gypsies Use Violence. 

Before Demetro could réach his daughter 
he was thrust aside by John Joe, King of the 
camp, and who is said to have kidnaped the 
child. Joe burst from a tent and seized Ce- 
celia ae she was about to spring into her 
father’s arms. In an instant hundreds of 
gypsies were swarming out of their smoke 
filled homes and hurrying to the soene. 

„ou will not take this girl from here as 
long as I have followers at my beck and call,” 
shouted Joe, brandishing a huge knife. 
“She la mine, I have bought her.“ 

Demetro seized the gypsy by the throat. 
While they were struggling on the ground 
scores of Joe's followers crowded around 
and threatened to interfere, but the sheriffs 
drew their revolvers and seized the little 
girl. An instant later Demetro regained his 
feet, and, taking his daughter, stood with 
the officers. Awedby the display of weapons 
the gypsies retreated and the deputy sheriffs 
hurried to Thornton, where they boarded a 
train for Chicago. 

Many Oamps Searched in Vain. 

J visited almost every camp in Texas and 
the northern states, seid Demetro, “ but 
it was not until a few months ago that 1 had 
hope of again finding my child. Then I met 
a gypsy who, when he heard my story, told 
me that he would let me know should he 
ever get trace of her. Only a few days ago 
I received a telegram from him, reading: 

„ Come to Chicago. I have found your 
daughter.’ 

“Cecelia was taken by Johm Joe while she 
was playing in front of our home in Little 
Rock. I have spent more than $1,500 in the 
search. I will leave for home tomorrow. ‘[ 
will do nothing with John Joe. I am satis- 
fied at finding my child.“

MOTORMAN DISREGARDS WARN- 
ING; TRAIN WRECKS TROLLEY. 


Chieago Junction Engine Derailed, 
Coach Demolished, and One Man 
May Die—Youth Steps on Live Wire 
but Geta Up to Tell Police About It 
—Brother of Ticket Agent Killed at 
Harvey Aroused from Sleep by Pre- 
moeonition of Accident. 


Disregarding a warning to stop, it ie said, 
Motorman Patrick Ward, 14556 West Con- 
gress street, in charge of two empty Indiana 
avenue cars, ran them on to the Chicago 
Junction track at Wentworth avenue and 
Fortieth street last night just as an east 
bound freight train approached. Three men 
were injured, one probably fatally; one of 
the electric cars was demolished, and the 
freight engine was derailed as a result. 

James Lynch, supervisor employed by the 
Chicago City railway company, was pinned 
beneath the wrecked street car when it was 
thrown to one side by the freight engine. 

Ward, according to two railroad fiagmen— 
Michael Craney and Thomas McGraw— 
jumped through a window on the platform 
of his car and escaped. He is being sought 
by the police. 


Fear Injured Man May Die. 

Lynch, it is feared, is internally injured. 
A dozen men were required to lift the wreck- 
age of the street car so that he could be re- 
moved. Physicians at the Provident hospi- 
tal, to which he was taken, fear he will die. 

The engine of the freight train went 100 
feet after striking the car before it over- 
turned.

Lynch, who was on the rear platform of 
the demolished car, said he saw the flagmen 
signal Ward to stop, but that he disregarded 
the warning and put on full speed. 

Daniel A. Duff, 22 years old, 374 Dayton 
street, stepped on a live trolley wire which 
had fallen at Harrison street and Fifth ave- 
nue and was thrown almost half way across 
the street. He escaped with only a slight 
injury.

GIVES CREDIT WHERE DUE 


| Assails Political Opponents for 


False Charges Against 
Emperor. 


BERLIN, Feb. W. The first business day 
of the new retchstag developed a general dis- 
cussion on the dissolution last December ot 
the previous body and the following political 


dena. The rial chancellor, Prince 
von Billow, m ed swords with Herr 


Spahn, the leader of the clericals, in a speech 
which lasted for an hour and a half, and 
which. called forth applause from the right 
and left parties. . 

Herr Spahn deried the allegation made by 
the government during the campaign that the 
reichstag had refused the appropriations re- 
quired by the honor and the well being of the 
nation. He declared the recent campaign 
had aroused party passions as never before 
and that the chancellor, deing his part, alse 
had widened the chasm between Catholics 
and Protestants. He blamed the political ac 
tivity of the German Navy league and crit!- 
cised the chancellor with interfering in the 
campaign, 

He taunted Prince von Bülow with having 
achieved his most important political suc- 
cesses through the assistance of the cleticals 
and called on him to retrieve the honor of the 
clerical party before Germany and the world. . 
That this party is op the right path, Herr 
Spahn said, is shown by tts return to the 
reichstag with strength undiminished. 


Clericala Helped Some. 

Prince von Billow préfaced hie speech 
in reply to Herr Spahn with the remark 
that he would. deal with the matter of his 
relations to the clerical party with thor- 
ough frankness. It was hie duty, he said, 
to seek an understanding with the largest 
party in the house, since only by this means 
could the government secure the majorities 
necessary to pass laws. He admitted that 
the navy law, the tariff and the commercial 
treaties were due to the codperation of the 
clericals. 

“I admit the clericals assisted in solving 
these problems in the interest of 3 
the imperial chancellor continued; but the 
the center party did not use its predominat- 
ing position with that measure of probity 
and self-restraint which is requisite te make 
a party permanently influential.”’ 

Referring to the Roeren-Dernburg inci- 
dent, Prince von Bülow said that Director 
of the Colonial Office Dernburg had acted 
under his instructions in his famous reply 
to Herr Roeren, the clerical leader, who, in 
the beginning ot last December, attacked 
the colonial policy of the government. 

“The olericais.” said the chancellor, 
wanted, with the. help of the socialists, 
to humfilate the government, and, with 
God's help, we never will submit to that.“ 

Taking up the issue of the recent reichatag 
elections and the personal regime,“ the 
chancellor said this was only a signal 
to deceive the voters. 

The personal régime,” the speaker con- 
tinued, is a sort of bogy with which to 
frighten political children, and I admit that 
she number of these children 1 pretty 

arge. 
This remark was greeted with much laugh- 


ter. 
Denies “Personal Government.” 

The chancellor then denied that personal 
government ever had been experienced 
@uring the reign of this emperor, and par- 
ticularly in the cage of the dissolution of the 
last reichstag. He characterized as an im- 
pudent falsehood the statement that the gov- 
ernment had acted in any way unconstitu- 
tionally in this matter, and said that among 
the greatest falsehoods of the campaign was 
the assertion that the Catholic religion wag 
endangered by the new conflict of the Ger- 
man state with the Roman Catholic church. 
The preparation and spreading of such false- 
hoode the chancellor declared to be un- 
patriotic. 

Prince von Billow sharply criticised the 
clericals for making common cause with the 
socialists in order to win seats. He said the 
clericals had traded off at least twelve seats 
te the socialists, and that this was not only 
a great political blunder but also a moral 
wrong. 

It was a greve moral wrong, the chancellor 
Said, to codperate with a party which in the 
reichstag had defended the Paris commune 
and which had guillotined Archbishop Dar- 
boy. Here the speaker wae interrupted by 
laughter among the socialists. 

The chancellor outlined the policy of the 
government. Among other things, he re- 
ferred to the reforming of the laws, to the 
right of assembly and association, the reform 
of the penal code, the limitation of progecu- 
tions fer lese majesty, and to the reform of 
the boerse laws with the idea of making the 
German stock exchange more potent in in- 
ternational finance, and in conclusion he said 
that in social reform and legislation progress 
shall be the watchword.

He denied that he and his friends had any 
idea then of selling their Alton stock to the

Before Mr. Harriman appeared this morn- 
ing the counsel for the committee put in 
evidence another instance of Mr. Harriman’s 
selling stock owned by him to his own com- 
pany. This was the sale of 87 per cent of 
the St. Joseph and Grand Island road. There 
was put in evidence the resolution of the ex- 
ecutive committee directing that this be 
bought from Mr. Harriman. 

Northern Pacific Deal Explained 

Almost the first question taken up with 
Mr. Harriman wae the purchase of the 
Northern Pacific stock, about which a good 
deal has already been brought out. Mr. Har- 
riman admitted that the balance of the 


the market price increased 
somewhere near $145,000,000 to $150,000,000. 
We sold some of it gradually as it wentup, 
but at that value the returns from the North- 
ern Pacific and Great Northern were less 
than 8 per cent on the stock that we held. 
Therefore, we concluded that it wae better 
to sell these stocks and invest the same 
money in other securities that would give 
us greater returns 

Now, then, the syndicate found itself in 
the position of having paid $42,000,000 for the 
stock and the property mentioned, less 
$6,000,000, which it received in dividends on 
the stock of the railroad company, or $36,- 
000,000. Now, the return of about $1,600,000 
a year is less than 4% per cent on that amount 
invested. It would seem as though it were 
not liberal distribution, but we took the 
chances of what the markets might be, and 
the common stock that was issued by the rail- 
way company was in relation to what you 
might say discounting the future, and to 
enable us to put outa security which might 
be @ prior lien, that is our 8% per cent bonds. 
By dividing the risk, we could sell a 3% per 
cent bond to some advantage and still retain 
either the preferred or common stock for 
purposes of control, or we could sell the 
whole of the preferred stock, or part of it, 
and still retain common stock for the pur- 
pose of control. 


From Panic to Prosperity. 

The situation in 1898 as compared with 
1906 was as follows: In 1898 we were just 
beginning to emerge from a series of years 
of depression resulting from the panic of 
18938, and, I might say, from the shock of 
1896—that is, the political campaign and the 
result of the Venezuela message, which, I 
think probably you will remember, had a 
serious effect, because of the possible diffi- 
culty which it might get us into with Eng- 
land. 

In 1898 we were just beginning to emerge 
from these conditions, which were condi- 
tions of economy, and restriction, and timid- 
ity on the part of capital. and it was doubt- 
ful whether we, with all the stock of the 
Chicago and Alton railroad company, would 
have been able at the time to have sold 
our 8 per cent bonds as high as 65 in the 
market.

District Attorney Hamilton of Austin, a 
pronounced opponent of Bailey, admits he 
procured the réquisition. Bailey’s friends 
now put it up to his enemies to answer for the 
absence of Pierce's testimony from the record 
of the Investigation.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—Mrs. Annie M. 
Bradley, indicted for murder in the first 
degree for the alleged killing of former 
Senator Arthur M. Brown of Utah, was 
arraigned before Judge Stafford in the Crim- 
inal court here today. Mrs. Bradley is evi- 
dently suffering from her confinement in 
jail, as she was nervous. The indictment 
was read and to it she pleaded not guilty. 
No time was set for the trial of the case and 
she was remanded: 


Benjamin 0. Wright, Wife, and 
Daughter Poisoned—Double Mur- 
der and Suicide Suspected. 


Denver, Colo., Feb. 25.—Mrs. Benjamin C. 
Wright and her 5 year old daughter, Gene- 
vieve, were found dead and Wright in a 
dying condition today at their home in this 
city. Traces of cyanide of potassium were 
discovered, indicating double murder and 
suicide or a triple suicide. The family came

@ Greek, did not associate with the members 
of the Greek colony, and belonged to none of 
the local Greek socteties. He declared the 
man should have been sent to Dunning long 
ago and expressed the hope he would be 
sentenced for life. 

D. Floras, another leader in the Greek 
“tolony, spoke in the same strain and pre- 
gerted resolutions which were adopted de- 
nouncing the crime of Bconomac, and callmg 
upon the public not to allow his act to re- 
fiect diseredit upon the Greek colony. He 
declared no race has greater contempt for 
impurity and immorality than the Greek 
race. The resolutions were adopted by a ris- 
ing vote. 

Sentenced: to Penitentiary. 

Sentence of five years in the penitentiary 
was imposed on Economac in the morning 
by Municipal Judge Crowe. Economac pre- 
viously had pleaded .guilty to charges of 
mistreating several young girls in his ice 
cream parlor at Halsted and Thirty-first 
streets. 

Have you anything to say why sentence 
should not be upon you?” asked 
Judge Crowe. 

“Nothing, beyond the fact that I was 
jobbé@d by the police and that the evidence 
has shown that the girls were dad, an- 
swered the prisoner. 

“Well, you and men of your class must 
remember that you cannct mistreat little 
girls of tender years.. They must be pro- 
tected even if they are bad and inclined to 
become wayward. It is especially such chil- 
dren that need protection. Although these 
girls were not the best of children, that does 
not excuse your conduct, and as for your 
story of persecution by the police, I do not 
believe it. I sentence you to five years in 
the Joliet prison, and may it be a warning 
to all men of your class.“ 


EVIDENCE OF CRIME IN CITY 
READY FOR THE GRAND JURY. 


Bong List of Saloonkeepers Who Vio- 
late Ordinances Is Presented to 
State’s Attorney Healy. 


Final preparations for placing ore the 
Fébruary grand jury evidence of the crime 
conditions in Chicago were made yesterday 
by State's Attorney Healy. 

Shelby M. Singleton, secretary of the Citi 
zens’ association, called on Mr. Healy in the 
afternoon and told him of the evidence of 
gambling and violations of saloon regula- 
tions that haye been found by his organiza- 
tion. Much of it is a duplication of the evi- 
dence placed before the last grand jury, 
whose recommendations were ignored by 
Mayor Dunne and Chief of Police Collins. 

“The conference wae regarding the evi- 


+ dence of erime which I have in my possession, 


and which I am ready to place before the 
grand jury at such time as the state's attor- 
ney designates, said Mr. Singleton. 

Mr. Singleton has a long list of sailoon- 
keepers who have been and are operating 
slot machines in their establishments. The 
detectives who visited these places reported 
that the jingle of money played in these ma- 
chines could be heard in almost any street 
in the city. The ratio of saleons operating 
gambling devices and slot machines, as set 
forth by the state’s attorney’s detectives 
who gathered this evidence, is placed at 85 
per cent.

Baker or his 
spirit. 

As there is evidence in the court records 
showing that Mr. Baker died in February, 
1894, and that the New York Life Insurance 
company paid to the children of Mr. Baker 
$28,000 insurance, after the burial, Mr. Don- 
ovan's story is considered remarkable. 

Has a “Mighty Active Ghost.” 

it La Flora 8. Baker is dead, he has a 
mighty active ghost,“ said Mr. Donovan. 
“Since the alleged burial, I have talked 
with Mr. Baker. He isn’t dead, and unless 
the deeds and stock involved in this case are 
delivered to the heirs and myself, I will have 
Mr. Baker, along with Tom Platt and a 
number of prominent citizens, before the. 
Criminal court before many days.“ 


Judgé Cutting had considerable trouble in 


explaining to Mr. Donovan that the shares 
gnd deeds referred to had not been proven by 
the evidence to be of any value. However, he 
granted Mr. Donovan's contention that the 
receiver's final report of the Habllities of 
the estate be not accepted until all the as- 
gete are recorded thereon.

000 acres of timber land which he says for- 
meriy belonged to tite firm of James Dono- 
van & Co. lie in Oconto county. He declared 
that after Mr. Baker had been declared 
dead, he (Mr. Baker) returned to Chicago 
under an assumed name, got possession of 225 
shares in the Algoma Nickel company of 
Algoma, Canada, and transferred it to the 
nickel trust.

MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP. 

While slavish American ‘copyists of 
British methods are ‘singing the praises of 
municipal ownership, British taxpayers 
are revolting against it. They are begin- 
ning to perceive its economic unsoundness, 
They have been enlightened by the in 
crease in their taxes. In 1868 the local | 
expenditure of the municipalities of the 
united kingdom was $130,000,000, and in 
1902 it was $720,000,000. The municipal 
debt in 1884 was $960,000,000, and in 
1904 it was $2,345,000,000. The great in- 
crease in expenditure and indebtedness, 
which is not justified by an increase in 
population or wealth, was largely due to 
the craze for municipal ownership. 

This reckless borrowing has met with 
a partial check. Capital has become dis- 
trustful, and it is no longer possible for a 
municipality to borrow on the old cheap 
terms. It is true that when a city gov- 
ernment has the municipal ownership 
mania it is willing to borrow on any terms 
and let later generations foot the bills, 
but the boards of control, which have the 
veto power, have, in several instances, re- 
fused permission to contract new Jeans. 
Glasgow was among the rejected suitors. 

Another check will come from the tax- 
payers. Those of London are becoming 
seriously alarmed. They see an abyss of 
debt opening before them. The county 
council as at present constituted, not con- 


ta 


raise the taxes, wishes to enter the elec- | 
trical field and monopolize it. It is neg- 

lecting matters which are within the legit- 
imate field of action of a municipality, 

such as the construction of sewers, and is 

eager to embark in enterprises which 

should be left to private enterprise and 

energy. An election of members of the 

council is to be held in a few days, and a 

determined effort will be made to deprive 

of power the socialistic element which 

has been exercising it. 

While the people of London are seeking 

to get out from under tt e yoke of munici- 

pal ownership, the people of Chicago are 

being inyited by Mayor Dunne and his 

adherents to put it on their necks. They 


are urged to ruin themselves by accepting 


à foreign policy which is becoming dis- 
credited at home, They are told that 
they should not stop short. with the 
municipal ownership of street car lines, 
but should keep oy until everything that 
can be ealled a “ publi¢ utility shall 
have been municipalizea. This is called 
of the demo- 
eratic party. It is the creed which the 
nominee for the mayoralty of that party 
would try to carry out if he were to be 
elected. 

Mayor Dunne, his doctrines, and his 
following are a menace to Chicago. The 
possibility of a man of his stamp being 
mayor for the next four years should be 
enough to alarm’ every intelligent tazx- 
paye? in Chicago. The city needs a bust- 
ness administration that will give it public 
Improvements, such as sewerg and a model 
water system. With a Dunne administra- 
tion these matters wo be neglected and 
there would be a rush to plunge the city 
into debt in order that city hall politicians 
and their friends might show how public 
utilities could be managed so poorly and 
expensively as to be a plague to the com- 
munity. 


. SETTLERS AND GRABBERS. 

The tender hearted congressman weeps 
over the unhappy. lot of the poor home- 
steader who has lived five years on his 
land and cannot receive a patent for it 
until an investigation shows that his state- 
ment of facts is correct. The congressman 
who is thus agitated over the poor but 
honest homesteader cares not if the waiy- 
ing of investigation gives the rich but dis- 
honest land thief a chance to seize with- 
out risk the inheritance of the people. 
He has not even a sigh for the plight of the 
homesteader of the future who may find 
when he comes that all that is most 
choice has fallen into the hands of non- 
resident capitalists. 

The money which the United States 
government receives from the sale of land 
is insignificant in comparison with the 
value to the country of sturdy settlers. 
The settlement laws do not provide for, 
an exchange of something for nothing, but 
a transaction of mutual benefit. The nian 
who can till the soil is given a place for 
a home for himself and his family. In 
return he draws from the soil crops which 
swell the agricultural wealth of the coun- 
try, which cause commerce and manufac- 
tures to flourish, and which support an in- 
creasing population. While anemic and 
indolent. dreamers in cities. are whining 
that they are landless and clamor for 
some form of taxation that shall be equiv- 
alent to confiscation of land to the state, 
the vigorous men who rely upon their toil 
rather than politics to better their con- 
dition are making the waste places re- 
joice with rich harvests. They plan for 
future generations. No price or tax could 
profit the state as much as this increase in 
the number of men who have a stake in 
the country. The land must be saved for 
these genuine settlers and given freely 
to them. 2 

But the settler contemplated by the laws 
of the United States is in mo hurry to 
quit the land he has lived and worked upon 
for five years. It is much more to the in- 
terest of his children that there should be 
a delay of a year in the granting of his 
patent and that land about him should 
also be given only to bona fide settlers 
than that the formalities should be of so 
trivial & nature that the adjacent tracts 
should be held by nonresidents waiting to 
profit by his toll. His patent would be 
dearly bought if to hasten the final 
formalities he allowed shrewder men to 
grasp estates vast in comparison with his 
quarter section which might otherwise 
some day reward the honest labor of his 
sons. me 

Let the congressman stop talking of the 
farmer on his quarter section where he 
has spent five years and where he means 
to spend the rest of his life. His interest 
in the honest homesteader is not genuine. 
Let the representative of the people get 
after the scheming lawyer, the unserupu- 
lous capitalist, the predatory’ corporation, 
whose land hunger is not satisfied readily 
enongh under existing regula tions, instead 
of tryimg to divert public attention from 
them. These are men who wish the bars

There is but little danger, on the other 
hand, of any appearance in Japanese waters 
of Ottoman cruisers. For the last occasion 
on which the sultan dispatched one of his 
men of war to Japan for the purpose of con- 
veying a special embassy to the mikado, the 
machinery broke down en route, and it got 
etuck half way for want of fuel, none of the 
coal merchants at the ports where it touched 
being willing to supply coal on credit, and 
neither the commander nor the ambassador 
having sufficient money to purchase it for 
cash

The quarrel between the sultan and the 
mika do is an emusing one. It. is on the sub- 
ject of what are. known as capitulations. 
The United States and other Christian pow- 
ere enjoy ex-terfitorial rights and preroga- 
tives in Turkey. That is to say, their citi- 
tens are exempt from the jurisdiction of the 
Otteman tribunals and i only to 
courte presided over by their o consular 
officials. : This means that the Christian pow- 
ers regard Turkey and those other oriental 
countries where capitulations are in force 
as barbarous states and as not sufficiently 
civilized to be able to permit them to 
exeroise any authority, legal or otherwise, 
over foreigners. In fact, the standard works 
of international law mention the doctrine as 
applying not only to Turkey but also to 
“China, Persia, Morocco, and other bar- 
baric political communities.’’ Until a few 
years ago Japan wae included in this list of 
“barbarie communities but, becoming 
alive to the humiliation which its existence 
implied, managed, by dint of a great deal of 
diplomacy, to emancipate herself from this 
foreign imperium in her imperio, and today 
the jurisdiction of her courts extends over 
all foreigners within her borders, aliens hav- 
ing no longer any ex-territorial and the con- 
sular tribunals having been abolished. 

It is to Uncle Sam, by the bye, that Japan 
te chiefly indehted for this emancipation 
tom the derogatory obligations imposed 
upon other non-Christian states, and which 
places her on the level of the civilized pow- [ 
ers, a fact which her people would do well 
to bear in mind at the present moment. 


— 

With a complete disregard of the argu- 
ments which she put forward as to the hu- 
millating neture of the capitulations, Japan 
now insists in imposing them, as far as her 
subjects are concerned, upon Turkey. The 
mikado demands, in the most peremptory 
manner, the same rights and prerogatives 
as those enjoyed in the Ottoman empire by 
Great Britain, France, the United States, 
and other Christian powers. The sultan will 
not hear of making any such concession to 
Emperor Mutsuhito. He bitterly resents the 
presence of the foreign consular courts in 
his dominions and the immunity of foreign- 
ers Uving in his dominions from his authori- 
ty imposed upon him by treaty obligations of 
ancient date. And he has not the slightest 
intention of subjecting himself to any fur- 
ther indignities of the kind, least of all by 
a monarch who is oriental, non-Christian, 
and polygamous like himself—namely: the 
emperor of Japan, whose domestic arrange- 


harem forming part and parcel of the im- 
perial household at Tokio. On the other 
hand, the mikado sees in the attitude of the 
sultan in the affair a refusal to acknowledge 
the pretensions of Japan to be one of the 
great powers of the world, on the level of 
Great Btitain, Germany, the United States, 
etc. 
— 

Some time ago I called attention in these 
letters to the fact that the treasury of the 
French republic still continued to pay to this 
day from the national exchequer the state 
annuities with which the first Napoleon en- 
dowed the various dukedoms, princedoms, 
and countships which he created and con- 
ferred upon his generals, his court digni- 
tarles and his ministers of state. Fortu- 
nately many of these dignities have become 
extinct, and, if still vorne, are merely 
usurped by people who have no right thereto. 
But in those two score instances where the 
legitimate descent in the male line has been 
maintained the annuities continue to be paid, 
although the recipients, such as the prince 
de Wagram, the prince de la Moskowa, the 
duke of Rivoli, the duke of Bellune, the duke 
of Reggio, the duke of Elchingen, and other 
of these Napoleonic nobles, are among the 
most ardent royalists and declared foesgf 
the republic, which they lose no opportunity 
whatsoever of denouncing. In fact, the only 
one of these hereditary pensioners of the 
French national treaeury who has a good 
word to say for the republic is King Oscar 
of Sweden, who draws 15,000 francs a year 
from France as holder of the Frenth duke- 
dom of Pontecorvo, conferred upon Marshal 
Bernadotte, his great-grandfather, by the 
First Napoleon in 1806. 


oe 

Some of these annuities, such as that of 
King Oscar, are relatively small. But the 
prince of Wagram, who is the great-great- 
grandson of Marshal Berthier, draws as 
such an annual pension of $60,000, or 300,000 
francs—that is to say, More than anyhody 
in France except the president of the repub- 
slic. Not that he needs it. For he married 
one of the richest of all the Rothschild heir- 
esses, wo died last year, leaving him the 
enjoyment for life of her huge fortune, 
which goes afterwards to his children. His 
family has received in this way from the 
French government nearly $10,000,000 since 
its founder first won the favor of the great 
emperor. 

— 

Still more extraordinary, however, is the 
hereditary pension of 6,000 francs paid to 
the aged marquise de Champagne-Bouzay, a 
lady who, in spite of her name, which must 
sound bibulous to American ears, belongs to 
the oldest French nobility. The pension 
which she draws has been paid to her family 
ever since 1755—that is to say, for more than 
160 years—and wae originally conferred upon 
the widow and children of her ancestor, the 
sieur de la Boissiere, in atonement of the 
fact that the wnfortunate nobleman had 
been killed while out shooting through 
the accidental discharge of the gun of the 
dauphin, son of King Louis XV. and father 
ef Louis XVI. Several revolutions have. 
taken place since then. Throne, church, and 
aristocracy have on several occasions been 
abolished, dynasties have disappeared, and 
the face of all Europe has been changed, but 
the French treasury still continues to pay 
6,000 francs a year to an old royalist lady be- 
cause one of her ancestors happened to have 
been accidentally shot by the dauphin of 
France in the middle of the eighteenth 
century—that is to say, when the United 
States was still subject to the rule of the 
British crown. 

—— 

Until last summer the marquise only drew 
8,000 francs a year, the other 3,000 francs 
being paid to her brother, the aged count de 
St. Aldegonde, and it is owing to the legal 
steps which the marquise Was obliged to take 
im order to secure her dead brother's moiety 
of the annuity as his heir that puljic atten- 
tion has been drawn to this old survival of 
the days of the court of Versailles. 

It has often been proposed to abolish these 
hereditary pensions paid to nobles as out 
of keeping with republican doctrines and as 
contrary to common sense. But the proposal 
has always been voted down by that vast 
majority of Frenchmen who, i tive of 
their political leanings and affiliations, hold 
that it is indispensable to the magnificent 
financial credit enjoyed by France that she 
should fulfill her pecuniary ns, no 
matter what theig nature or origin. ‘

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Oliver Will Not Be Given Contract:

William J. Oliver and the men 
with him will not get the contract for the 
construction of the Panama canal after all. 

There will be a final conference in regard 
to Mr. Oliver's bid tomorrow. It will de re- 
jected. But while thus vacating all the pro- 
posale submitted in accordance with the ad- 
vertisement of the isthmian canal commis- 
sion lad August, the president intends to 
build the canal by contract, but under a dif- 
ferent plan. It is intended to have the gov- 
ernment continue to supervise the w 
contracts for different sections will be award- 
ed to contractors in whose ability and faith 
the government hae fulb confidence. 

Under the scheme outlined in the invite- 
tion for bide, associations of contractors sub- 
mitting proposals were required to furnieh 
bonds in the sum of $5,000,000 each for the 
protection of the government. One of the 
causes of the high bide submitted, 6% per cent 
above the total cost by the Oliver combina- 
tion and 42% per cent by the McArthur-Gil- 
leepie combination, was the necessity of sup- 
plying bonds in this enormous amount. In 
the new plan no such bond will be required. 


— 
Contracts for Different Sections. 


As a result, it is the expectation of the 
administration that it will be possible to 
award contracts for different sections of the 
work at not more than 5 per cent above the 
actual cost of construction. Thus, the gov- 
ernment will save between $3,000,000 and 
$4,000,000 on the Oliver bid, and perhaps 
more, dependent on the cost of the canal, 
and $10,000,000 or $11,000,000 at least on the 
McArthur-Gillespie proposal. The effect of 
the new policy, moreover, will be to insure 
greater supervision by the government than 
would be possible ff the contract were 
awarded to one combination. It will cause 
the retention, as at present, of the organized 
force of Chief Engineer Stevens, which has 
been doing such effective work recently, that 
the administration does not want it dis- 
persed. 

The administration's new policy will be di- 
rectly contrary to the views of Chairman 
T. P. Shonts, who will retire from the com- 
mission within a few days. Mr. Shonts ad- 
vised Secretary Taft that the chief objection 
to dividing the work into sections and letting 
each part to @ separate firm of contractors 
was that there were so many perplexing ele- 
ments and questions entering into the work, 
such as control of labor in supply and price, 
repairs to and maintenance of plant and 
equipment, and the necessarily conflicting re- 
lations of so many contractors to the Panama 
railroad, as to make the task of preventing 
the most serious complication between these 
antagonistic Interests under that plan a 
hopeless one. 


> 
Would Mean Confusion. 


He also gave as further objection that, 
even after the observance of the utmost 
precautions, one or more of the contractors 
certainly would prove unsatisfactory, to the 
confusion and delay of part of the work; 
and an undue delay to any one part of the 
work meant delay to the whole. The dim 
culties forecasted by Mr. Shonts would be 
experienced, of course, by an association 
of contractors. If such an association can 
control the labor supply and price, and pro- 
vide for repair and maintenance of 
the plant and equipment, the ad- 
ministration does not see why Chief 
Engineer Stevens cannot do so. 80 
far as the relations of the contractor to the 
Panama railroad are concerned, they, too, 
can be settled by Chief Engineer Stevens 
as satisfactorily as by an associationmof 
contractors. 5 

Finally, a substantial saving can be made 
by adopting the plan to let the contracts to 
Skilled contractors to do séctions of the 
work which their expérience should enable 
them to do well, and it is not considered 
advisable to overlook this great advantage. 


—— 
Sanitation and Engineering. 

Mr. Shonts has recognized that under any 
character of contract it will be incumbent 
upon the government to reserve to itself on 
the isthmus the work of sanitation and en- 
gineering. With a complete staff organized 
for this purpose, he said, it was easy to 
assume other obligations scarcely less es- 
sential to the welfare of the work, and in 
fact almost a part of its governmental du- 
ties. The control of quarters and of the 
subsistence department, so directly connect- 
ed with the health and well being of the 
canal employés, must be retained directly, or, 
if the subsistence department be turned over 
to a contractor, it must be subjected to rigid 
supervision. 

The retention of the entire commissary de- 
partment is considered further advisable. 
The elaborate construction plant the govern- 
ment has installed, and its maintenance, ren- 
ders it likewise expedient to retain the de- 
partment of materials and supplies. The 
Panama railroad with its commercial busi- 
ness extending to all parts of the world, nat- 
urally could not be turned over to a con- 
tractor or contractors. 


Will Decide as to Sections. 


The president will decide in the course of 
a few days the number of sections into which 
the canal shall be divided for contract pur- 
poses. Under the general plan adopted last 
fall for construction of the canal it was cu* 
up into thirteen sections. The Colon sec- 
tion extended from the Caribbean sea to the 
mouth of the Mindi river, a distance of 4.55 
miles, and called for an excavation of 9,488. 
000 cubic yards; The second section ran 
from the mouth of the Mindi river to Gatun 
lock, the total amount of excavation being 
estimated at 11,000,000 cubic yards. 

What are known as the Gatun locks con- 
stituted the third section. These locks are 
to be bullt in duplicate—that is, there are to 
be two sets of locks, side by side. It was 
estimated that 3,660,000 cubic yards would 
have to be excavated; that 1,302,780 cubic 
yards of concrete would have to be used, and 
that the steel gates would weigh 29,280,000 
pounds. 

The Gatun dam, which was selected as the 
fourth section, will be constructed partly 
from excavations made for the canal. It will 
be about 7,700 feet long, and its widt® at 
the bottom will be about 3,625 feet. The total 
amount of material in the dam is estimated 
at 21,200,000 cubic yards. The works for 
regulating the level of the lake, forming the 
fifth section, will be almost exact counter 
parts of those built for controlling the tall of 
water in the lower end of the Chicago drain- 
age canal. In their construction 1,580,000 
cubic yards will have to be excavated and 
189,000 cubic yards of concrete and metal 
weighing 5,000,000 pounds will have to be 
used in sluices. 


— *. 
Sixth Section Easy. 

From Gatun locks to San Pablo, a distance 
of about fifteen and one-haif miles, described 
as the sixth section, only a small amount ot 
excavation will be required. The greatest 
excavation will have to be done in Culebra 
cut, the seventh section of the plan. This 
cut is 4.7 miles long and it is estimated 
that 38,000,000 cublc yards must be re- 
moved. From the end of Oulebra cut to 
Pedro Miguel lock, a distance of 1.88 miles 
sémething like 6,835,000 cuble yards of rock 
and earth must be taken out. 

The Pedro Miguel lock, which will have a 
Het of thirty feet, will be muchismalier than 
the Gatun locks, although it will be of quite 
respectable size. It will be necessary to ex- 
cavate here 1,170,000 cubic yards, to use 
518,000 cubic yards of concrete, and to pro- 
vide steel gates weighing 19,500,000 pounds. 
From this lock to the point known as Sosa 
hill on the shore of Panama bay, whéte the 
Sosa locks will be located, about 1,680,000 
cubic yards must be excavated. The Sosa 
locke will have steel gates, larger than those 
of the Gatun locks. They will weigh 87,180, - 
000 pounds. It will be necessary to excavate 
1,430,009 cubic yards of dirt and use 993,000 
cuble yards of concrete.

CORNELL’S STAND EXPLAINED. 


Reasons for Opposing Michigan’s Ad- 
mission to Eastern Intercollegiate 
Association Made Known. 


New York, Feb. 


[Special. I- A Cornell 
alumnus closely identified with athletic in- 
tereste at Ithaca explains the stand 
taken by Cornell regarding the admission of 
Michigan to the I. C. A. A. A. A. as follows: 

Cornell has been more ¢losely associated 
with Michigan in track athletics than any 
other of the eastern universities. For three 
years dual meets were held between the two 
inatitutions at Ann Arbor. Through these 
relations, Cornell was forced to the conclu- 
sion that Michigan's willingness to use clean 
methods always was proportionate to its 
chances of winning. The meets always were 
held by agreement under eastern collegiate 
rules, and Michigan didn't hesitate, when 
Cornell’s winning chances were bright, to in- 
sist upon departing from the code of. rules 
agreed upon after the Cornell contingent 
had arrived in Ann Arbor. 

There is no doubt of the fact Michigan’ 4 
entry in the eastern intercollegiate meet this 
spring practically cancels Cornell's already 
slim chance of winning, but that is not the 
point. Cornell stands first for athletic purity, 
and believes the standard of college athletic 
ethics in the east, which has improved con- 
stantly of late years, cannot possibly be ben- 
efited by Michigan. 

In thepresent instance, it is firmly believed 
Michigan seeks to enter the eastern meet 
simply because of the unusually fine pros- 
pects in track athletics this season. Michi- 
Fan was represented once before with a team 
thought capable of carrying off the eastern 
honors, but failed signally. Participation in 
eastern collegiates was immediately dropped. 
It is believed Michigan might drop out again 
at the first reversal. 

“On the whole, there seems no good and 
valid reason why the carefully framed ruling 
of the I. C. A. A. A. A. should have been 
waived for the benefit of Michigan.

TO SECURE A CONFESSION. 


Former Adjutant General Wells of 
Colorado Principal Witness in Close 
of Case by. State—Defendant Serene. 


Wallace, Idaho, Feb. 25.—The state today 
closed its case against Steve Adams, on trial 
for the murder of Fred Tyler, saving for the 
last hours the testimony of Bukelky Wells, 
former adjutant general of Colorado, who 
told of the confession Adams made to him 
while en route from Boise to Colorado in 
custody. Mr. Wells denied that any 
threat wae made or inducement offered to 
Adams to secure the confession and stated 
that he was the only man who heard It. 

Adams had been talking to me about the 
Independence explosion in the Cripple Creek 
district,” testified Wells. “I asked him 
where he had gone after the explosion, and 
he said he had gone up to Idaho. He went 
up into the northern part of Idaho in the 
St. Joe river district and helped Simpkins 
‘bump. off’ two men who had been giving 
Simpkins trouble in connection with their 
timber claims.“ 

Adams has fully regained his remarkable 
self-possession and today listened calmly to 
the testimony. His wife is constantly by 
his side and also shows no alarm. 

W. B. Chandler, from Marble Creek, was 
the first witness today. He testified that 
while in the Marble Creek district he. at- 
tended a meeting of settlers at which the 
trouble with the, claim Jumpers was discussed 
and saw Jack Simpkins at that meeting.

SANITARY INSPECTOR IS SUED. 


Predecessor in Office Demands $20,000 


Damages Besides the Salary Paid 
to Perry L. Hedrick.

APPEALED FROM NEBRASKA. 


‘Decision of the United States Supreme 


Court Sustains Validity of State Law 
—Kansas Action Dismissed. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—The cases of 

the Union Pacific and Burlington railroad 
compenies against the various county treas- 
urers of Nebraska, involving the tax rate 
on the property of the railroads and calling 
into question the administration of the Ne- 
braska state tax law, were decided adverse- 
ly to the railroads by the Supreme court of 
the United States today. The decision was 
announcéd by Justice Holmes. 
The stu ly contested case of the 
state of Kansas against the United States, 
which was brought as an original action in 
the Supreme court, was decided by dismiss- 
ing the state’s petition to be adjudged the 
owner as trustee for the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas railway company, of vast and 
valuable tracts of coal and farming lands 
in Indian territory.
